The few pennies spent for them 
by the average individual may seem 
to represent 
an almost

powerful significance. 
These financial proceeds represent 
only a small part of the services ren 
dered by the little seals, however. 
It 
is their educational value that justi­ 
fies their sudden rise to the dignity 
of a national institution. 
Wherever used they do far more 
than carry a message of good will. 
Alike to those who send and those 
who receive them, they say, almost 
as plainly a s if they had power of 
speech,* ‘‘Consumption ran be con­ 
quered.M

sive list of his inventions, contriving 
among other things a most curious 
chair which, when desired, could be 
converted into a steplacider for the 
purpose of reaching the higher shelves 
in a library. 
As far as known, only 
one of these chairs was ever actually 
constructed for his owu particular use, 
and this is owned at present by the 
Philosophical society of Philadelphia.

ate a herring in gratitude for the in­ 
vention. 
And in a church in Biervllet 
today may be seen a stained glass win­ 
dow in honor of this man. 
Herring 
have been one of the chief means of 
trade to the Hollanders, so that even 
at the present day the first catch is 
taken to the royal palace in a couch 
and six. 
flie fact that the two dominant po­ 
litical parties of Holland for hundreds 
of years were called the “Cods“ and 
the “Fishhooks” shows that maritime 
matters were the uppermost in the peo­ 
ples thoughts.— Exchange.

And There is no Fault to be

Vienna, I)ee. 14. (by courier 
to 
Berlin, via London, Dee. 15).— The 
Austro-Hungarian Admiralty is en­ 
tirely opposed to any disavowal of 
the course of the submarine com­ 
mander who was responsible for the 
sinking ot the Italian steamer An­ 
cona. 
On the contrary, it approves 
his conduct fully and declared that 
lie would have been considered

having failed to perform his duty if 
he had allowed the Ancona to escape.

the commander who sank the Ancona 
did this a s soon a s he was within 
wireless distance.

companied it with his low. 
No ex­ 
amination o f the crew was held 'be­ 
cause the commander’s 
report was 
considered complete and there 
was 
no reason to suppose that the crew 
could add anything thereto. 
“ So fa r a s the commander is con­ 
cerned his course is clear. 
Tin* Ad­ 
miralty has received his report and 
secs no reason to find any fault with 
his course of action.

* * ii the Admiralty had found that 
the commander had done

contrary to his instructions, it would 
spontaneously institute an investi­

The late Grand Duke 
Michael Nicholaievitch, having receiv­ 
ed the inferior grades in the Crimean 
and Caucasus wars, was awarded the 
grand cross for his achievements as 
commander in chief of the Russian 
army in Asia Minor daring the war 
with Turkey in 1877. 
His brother, 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch,

training. 


Officers of the U. S. army admit 


this would be a highly convenient 
army nucleus in time of emergency, 
hut the government 
doesn't know 


where any of these men are except 
the national guardsmen. 


Roughly 
estimated 
there are 


500,000 national guardsmen and ex- 
national guardsmen; over 175,000 
army ^and navy 'alumni'

War 
department figures

there are now 8,705 officers and 120,-

Now be it un- 
derstood that the Chinese idea of a 
demon is that he is a. red haired, red 
bearded, blue eyed being who quails 
at nothing that comes in his way. 
One day when a Chinese official was 
calling on the consul the latter asked

devils?"

The official at first hesitated, but be- 


hig pressed, he finally said, "I do not 
care to tell you." 


"But I should take it as a great favor 


if you would tell-me. Lam very anx- 
ious to know." .'

"I cannot tell you," said the official. 
"Why 
not?" asked the consul. 


"Because yon would be angry If I 


told you." 


"By no means. I would not be so 


.unreasonable as to ask you a question 
and- then be offended because you an- 
swered it On the other hand. I should 
be greatly obliged to you." 


Being thus pressed until he was un- 


able to refuse, the official finally eyed 
the consul from head to foot and'said 
slowly and reluctantly. "Well, It is be- 
cause you look like devils." 


This natural superstition of the peo- 


ple was taken hold of by the Boxers 
in 1900 and circulated still more wide- 
ly by all kinds of placards, both hi 
prose and verse. I have one before 
me in verse, a part of which, translat- 
ed, read as follows:

If yon doubt what I say 
You may see any day' 
That the eyes of the devils in color are 
blue.
